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HISTORY OF OLD 


ST. JAMES CHURCH 


Bristol Parish Fouded in 1704 and 


Considered One of die Most Attrae- 


ti»e Historic Spoil in the State. 


At tbe recent meeting of the Bucks 


County Historical Society held in 
Bristol, <J. M. Dormice, F.«j., gave 
a very Interesting historical sketch of 
St. James Eplscojwl Church, of Bris- 
tol. 
Mr. Dorrance hud no prepared 


address but ruau extracts from 
the 


ancient minute b(«>kx ot the vestry 
and commented thereon, without the 
aid of notes, mi that no exact leport 
of Mr. Dorrance's letnark* can be 
miulc. but tbe following IN the «ul,- 
Muiiee in purl, of his allusions to the 
old historic chinch: 


Tin parish of St. James owes Its 


foundation to the Uev. George Kcltli, 
H graduate of the Univerxlly of Aber- 
deen and u converted Krinul. Mr. 
Keith together with John Tallin), 
allerwards the lirst bishop of 
the 


American colonies, were the orignial 
missionaries of the "Soclciy for the 
Propitiation of the (lospel lit Foreign 
Parts." From all authentic accounts 
it H|.p4>ars that they organized St. 
Mary's palish, "Jiorliiigtounc," iu 
17(11 and lluce years later funned (hut 
of HI. JallM*', "New Bristol." While 
liere Keith received asrtistunce from 
Anthony Hurtoli and John Itowlaml, 
Ixith of whom were founcrly of the 
Korlety of Friends.

The vestry In 1743 n solved lo 
"get ye church whitewashed." lu 
the summer prucedliig the anno mlru- 
hills, 17711. the reclor sided with the 
Crown and "the church was deserted 
and desecrated III becoming a stable 
fur the horses of tho American Caval- 
ry." 
At the close of the war for in- 


<fcj)cndciicc the building wus used as 
u barn and in a shurl tune was 
burned. 


As to what transpired in the parish 


between 177G und lull! there Is no re- 
cord save that the graveyunl had be- 
come so desolate that in IHOti a palish- 
oner's dying request was "tliut he be 
not burled in tlmt neglected ground." 
Half a century earlier (1758), Untydon 
wrote "Ami on a still more retired 
spot stood a small -Episcopal church 
whotH' lonely graveyunl, with its sur- 
rounding wood scenery, inl^ht have 
furnished an appropriate theme for 
tiuch a muse us u ray's." At the or- 
ganization of the "Diocese of Penn- 
Hylvania" in 1785 the parts)i wus re- 
presented in the person of Christopher 
Slerrick. 


Karly in the pie writ century a 


second edifice was erected, »liich was 
used until 1868. In !,•«« tin Baptist 
burial ground in the rear of the pre- 
sent church building was bought and 
unmixed. 
The consecration of the 


present church took place on Septan- 
(HAT 8th, IMS, and was performed by 
the Bight Jieverend l)r. Samuel Bow- 
man, Asst. Bishop of Pennsylvania. 
Dr. Bowman wus assisted by Dr. 
Odenbeimer, 
afterwards 
bishop of 


Is'ew Jersey; Dr. Stevens, later Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, and 12 other clergy- 
men including the Jiev. Mr. Bucha- 
nan, brother of the then Pnttdenl of 
the United States. The late Michael 
H. Croat, of Philadelphia, was the 
lint to perform on tbe pi)>e organ 
placed within tbe church anil his se- 
lections, according ton current news- 
paper account "fairly eleclrilled those 
nsDcmbled by their richness unit grau- 
ileur." The Parish Building north- 
wwt of the church, was completed 
In 1877.

This old gentleman carried in bis

Another notable grave is that of 


Capt. John Clark of 
the British 


Troops, who, prior to tbe Revolution, 
settle I in Bristol. At one time the 
Captain was Worshipful Master of the 
Bristol Lodge ol the Masonic Order. 


Directly north of the centre of the 


yard Is the grave of Captain John 
Oreeu, of the American Merchant 
Marine. Capt. Oreen was the tlrst to 
carry tbe Ameiican Hug around tbe 
world and was the original Importei 
of tlie Shanghai fowls. 


Near Ureen's grave Is that of John 


Clark, Capt. 10th U. S. Infantry, 
who met his death in a duel with a 
quarter-master of his regiment. 


Ludwlg, the Infant son of Baron 


Ludwig Niedesteeter, and his Ruron- 
ess Hortense, is buried near the centre 
of the yard. 


Among a score of stones worthy of 


mention are noted u marble in mem- 
ory of Elizabeth, relict of William 
HewBon, F. 1C S,Profentor of Anatomy 
in the University of London. A small 
headstone bears the minic of tieorgc 
Gillespie, who died ill 17HI, and was 
the 
glandfather 
of 
the 
Jllshop 


of Western Michigan. The great Knfc- 
lish actor, Thomas Cooper, after ItciiiK 
shamefully driven fiom the I.omlon 
stage cmlcil his days in Bristol. He 
built a house on Kadclllfc street and 
for scveial years served asa vestryman 
of tills parish. 
At Ins decease he was 


interred in tlie parish giuveyuKl. The 
lot is at present Htiriotnulcd by an iron 
fence, the gate of which Ixmrx the 
simple, inscription:

To the 
right or the main walk is the granite 
shaft raised in memory of David 
Laudrcth, the father of the seed in- 
dustry in America. Farther on are 
the graves of Brigadier Uciierul Mont- 
gomery, graduate of West Point in 
1«I4, and of Capt. II. Clay lieatty. 
Rowland Stevens, menihei of Parlia- 
ment and a London banker is, accord- 
ing to tho records, interred somewhere 
in the giaveyard.

Away out In Nebraska Is a town 


named McCook. It is in the dry re- 
gion, so dry that a Colorado Congress- 
man once suid that there was not 
water enough in it to fr'^shen a salt 
mackerel. 
But McL'ook had pluck 


and put in irrigation dams and ditch- 
es, aud now the farmers raise big 
crops where the wind used to raise 
only a dust. 
Moreover McCook Is a 


division town on tbe great Burling- 
ton rail load system, and this gives it 
position on the limp. But the biggest 
thing about McCook just now Is that 
It is the home and headquarters of 
that Nebraska Congressman who made 
the earthquake in Washington the 
other day. 
For eight years now Mr. 


Norris has been the Representative of 
that district. It is not u Republican 
stronghold, and at the last election 
the now noted insurgent got back to 
the marble capitol by the almost in- 
visible majority of 21! votes. If all 
tilings had been known which are 
now known, powerful interests pro- 
bably would have seen to It, that in- 
stead of righting at the Cannon's 
mouth, Judge Norris would have been 
left to the quiet lut.Uicc of law in 
McCook. 


Congressman Norriu was born in 


Ohio, on u larin. His father died 
when he was u child and his only 
brother went away to war and fell on 
the Held of buttle. The family \vere 
poor and the boy had to go out among 
the neighbors and work by the day. 
In winter be went to school, and by 
and by he climbed high enough in 
bis studies to teaoti school. Then he 
went away to school and rounded off 
his college studies at Yalpuriso, Ind., 
the refuge and resort of so many poor 
boys. Later be gruduuted ut u law 
scfiool and was admitted to the bar. 
It was In 1885 when he was i4 


years old, that Norris heard the com- 
mand, "Go West, young man," and 
McCook looked good to him, probably 
because there was so much room out 
(here. After the manner of McKinley 
and numerous other successful men, 
young Norris started up tbe political 
ladder hy getting himself elected pro- 
secuting attorney. He made so much 
success in this position that he was 
elected district judge. Then he went 
lo Congress and after a while he 
went for Cannon and all the unpar- 
donable things which that grizzled 
ohl war horse and wheel horse stood 
for.For Judge Norris was one of the 
original Insurgents, an insurgent be- 
fore the movement had surged lo the 
front. He lived out on the plains 
where the winds are free and men 
aie like the air they breathe, and 
where populists 
become numerous 


when crops fail. Therefore he could 
not stand pat, even if he had been so 
disposed by nature, wblcb ho was not. 
For this compound product of Ohio 
and Nebraska of early poverty and 
alter success, seems to be a man of 
principle and pluck, also of vision. 
Judge Morris is able to look down 
the road and see coming events before 
they have raised a cloud of dust and 
are making a racket which can be 
heard across the country.

ROWER BOAT 


GOES ASHORE 


Ludi Near Bctstoliai't Cottage at 


Oceai City. 


The 12-foot sheet iron boat decoraled 


with flowers and bunting set adrift in 
the Delaware river by the Trenton 
Post, U. A. R., on Memorial Day, 
and which passed don n the river by 
Bristol on Tuesday, May 31, went 
ashore on the beach, at Ocean City, 
N. J., last Sunday night, In front of 
the summer cottage of Dr. J. T. 
Stradling, of Bristol. An Ocean City 
exchange gives the following account": 


Tbe boat, which was in good shape, 


notwithstanding Us rough journey. 
hud the following inscription: "In 
Memory of our Bui lore—'61-'(i5, U. K 
A., U. A. R., Let Me Float On." 


Chief of Police Scull wan notified of 


the appeaiunce of the flower-laden 
boat by Thomas J. Duncan and Ver- 
non Carlson, and be at once got in 
touch with Thomas C. Beimel, a civil 
war veteran. Chhf Scull suggested 
that It would lie proper for the U. A. 
R. men to send the limit adrift, and 
in this view Mr. Bennett concurred. 
Chief Scull volunteered his help In 
the matter und this offer was prompt- 
ly accepted. 


When Chief Scull was (list told of 


the arrival of the bout lie expressc'i 
stirpiisc and would scarcely credit the 
report. He could not understand, be 
said, how a boat could come ashore 
when the wind was from the land. 


The boat was brought from Fif- 


teenth street to the foot of Tenth 
street by Tboinus Barlow on Tuesday 
afternoon. There, in the presence of 
several hundred {xfople, including a 
large number of school children, who 
brought 
bouquets, 
the 
boat 
was 


covered with flowers and decorated 
with flags, this being done by Chief 
Scull and Thomas Barlow. 


Two or three cards also were placed 


on the boat, one bearing the printed 
inscription, "Flouted again by the 
Comrades of Ocean City." Another 
caul, written by tho Rev. II. T. Cas- 
selbcrry, 
contained 
the 
message: 


"Refloated from Ocean City, June 7, 
5 p. ru." 


When all was in readiness, E. War- 


ren Smith appeared on the bcuc.li in 
a battling suit and pushed the bout 
far beyond the bieakers, when the 
craft «iiiled prettily in a southeasterly 
direction. 


As the boat was pushed out, the 


Uev. H. T. Casselberry led the chil- 
dren In singing "America." 


Warren Smith \\as given a cheer 


when he returned to the beach, at the 
suggestion of Thomas C. Bennett, a 
member of Post 6, Philadelphia, who 
wus In charge of the arrangements. 


The occasion wus patriotic in the 


extreme, and the handsomely deco- 
rated bout as it floated off to sea was 
beautiful nnd inspiring.
